CATRO (Reuter). — Relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Egypt 
have improved since the recent So- 
viet-Rgyptian talks in Moscow, Dr. 
Mohammed Abdul Kader Hatem, 
Deputy Premier and Information 
Minigter, said yesterday.

The gueérriliss had also asked for

_ and the 12 prisoners. 


Before the dramatic announce- 
ment at 12.30 last night, B.T.A. said 
the situation at the airport was 
tense and alarming, with the air- 
craft still under the complete cont- 
rol of the armed Turkish extremists. 

One of the hijackers was continuing 
negotiations with Bulgarian officials 
but “no solution has been found 
to the incident so far," B.T.A. said. 

The Turkish ambassador in So- 
fla told the Bulgarian government 
his country was not prepared to 
“haggle” with hijackers. 

The extremists said they would 
not free their hostages until Tur- 
key replied to their demands. 

The plane was on a side runway 
at the airport, surrounded by secu- 
rity forces, fire trucks and am- 
bulances, Two of the terrorista 
patrolled outside the aircraft. 

At one point they conferred with 
Bulgarian officials, who persuaded 
them to extend the deadline. 

One hour after the second dead- 
line expired, the negotiations resum- 
ed, witnesses said. 

When the negotiations resumed, 
two hijackers left the plane and 
went to the airport building. There, 
an airport official told newsmen, 
they requested a can of gasoline. 

The official did not clarify the 
request, but said it was refused, 

B.T.A. said two more passengers 
were allowed to leave the plane 
“for health reasons." Ten passen- 
gers ‘had previously been allowed 
to leave.

Belgians tried 
for torturing

LIEGE, Belgium (AP). — Six Bel- 
gian commandos were court mar- 
tialled here yesterday for allegedly 
torturing 10 soldiers taken “pri- 
soners” during war games 8. year 
ago.

Some were al- 
legedly hanged from a beam, with 
only their knees touching ground, 
and kicked in the face and sexual 
parts. 

Others were allegedly hanged by 
the backs of their belts, with their 
hands tied behind their backs, and 
dropped on a big electric bobbin 
which reportedly caused wounds in 
the lower abdomen. 

The prosecutor said that some 
of the victims screamed with pain 
under the electric shocks but that 
the torturers showed no mercy.

The ship, the Rafiah, was attempt- 
ing to run the British blockade 
against Jewish immigration to Pa- 
lestine when a storm caught it near 
the Island of Sirini In the Aegean 
in 1945, 

Most of the passengers survived 
but eight drowned. The eight bodies 
were buried on Rhodes. 

The Israeli navy vessel, the Noga, 
was en route back to Israel with 
the remains, the spokesman said. 
The army chaplaincy is assisting 
the ship’s crew in the transfer of 
the remains.

There was no outward sign of 
the change in the city yesterday.

The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
February 21, 1972 (in Cr.C. 594,70). 

The respondent, Haim Rofeh, doz- 
ed off while driving his truck, and 
in the resulting accident a soldier 
driving an army vehicle in the oppo- 
site direction was killed. The res- 
pondent was charged in the Tel 
Aviv District Court with man- 
siaughter, under section 212 of the 
Criminal Code Ordinance, but was 


|. found guitty of causing death by 


carelessness, under gection 218 of the 
Ordinance, the District Court hold- 
ing that if he bad been in a state 
of drowsiness he could not have 
been alive to the danger latent in 
his driving and thus could not have 
displayed the gross recklessness 
which is one of the criteria of 
manalaughter under section 212, The 
respondent wag gentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and had his 
ariver’s Ucence suspended for four 
years.

The District Court had erred, 
thereiore, continued Justice Etziont. 
in finding that the respondent had 
rot been guilty of gross reckless- 
ness because he had no control 
over his will while he was asleep. 
For the respondent had had the 
opportunity of realizing that he wus 
becoming drowsy 2nd had neverthe- 
less elected to continue driving. on 
the assumption, presumably, that be 
would be abie to conquer his tired- 
ness. However, a person who takes 
a deliberate risk of this nature be- 
haves with a recklessness which is 
tantamount to criminal negligence. 
The respondent was. therefore, he 
held, guilty of manslaughter and 
not only of causing death hy care- 
lessness,

ariver of a motor vehicle who dozes 
off while he is driving is guilty 
of conduct amounting to reckless- 
ness of such a degree as to war- 
rant finding him guilty of man- 
slaughter. There is no disputing the 
fact, he continued, that in an issue 
of this nature the objective yard- 
stick of the reasonable man cannot 
be applied, as in order to prove 
conduct of so reckless a nature as 
to qualify for manslaughter the 
subjective mental state of the ac- 
cused at the time the act was com- 
mitted must be established on he 
basis of the evidence before the 
court (sea C.R.A, 419/68, and P.D. 
22/749). 

In accordance with the evidence 
before the court, continued Justice 
Etzioni, the accident had apparently 
occurred when the respondent had 
been overcome with sleep or drowsi- 
ness. In other words, the respondent 
had failed to perform a driver's 
elementary and essential duty of 
keeping awake while driving and 
had ‘thus driven dangerously — 
something he could have prevented 
by stopping as soon as he felt he 
was falling asleep. 


In short, held Justice Etzionl, once 
the respondent had elected to drive 
on despite his state of drowsiness, 
thereby knowingly taking a risk, 
he had betrayed a reckfess disregard 
for the Hves of others; and even 
though he had not consciously de- 
sired the fatal consequences of his 
action, this did not derogate from 
his criminal negligence (see also 
1958, 1 All ER. 193; and Kenny,

Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
LOD AIRPORT. — The passenger 
terminal facilities are woefully in- 
adequate, Transport Minister Shi- 
mon Peres admitted here yester- 
day. The Minister said a decision 
will have to be taken by January 
on whether to build an additional 
international airport—or whether 
to Treuster Lod Airport to a new 
site. 

He noted that in the U.S., alr- 
ports are designed to provide 15 
square metres of space per pas- 
senger.

Jeragzalem Poet Reporter 

Israel and the Irish Republic have 
jointly pro; to the International 
Alr Travel Association a cheaper 
form of air travel, providing pass- 
engers ‘with only minimal services.

It is to carry 80 
million tons annually of west-bound 
Persian Gulf oil, bypassing the 
blocked Suez Canal. 

The original agreement for the 
construction of the pipeline was 
signed in April between Hgypt’s 
petroleum organization and a con- 
sortium of Western oi] companies 
and Arab countries to benefit from 
the pipeline. 

The countries participating are: 
France, Britain, West Germany, Ja- 
pan, Greece, Belgium, Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia, in addition to Amoco 
Oil Company—an affiliate of In- 
diana Standard ΟἹ].

MAMMOTH DAM | 


USTLLIMA, USSR (AP). — 
Despite bone-chilling temperatures 
and snowstorms, work was pro- 
gressing this week on one of the 
world's greatest hydro-electric dams, 
deep in the Siberian heartland. 

The Ust'iltima Dam will be the 
third such structure to capture the 
torrential strength of the Angara 
River, which flows from Lake Bai- 
kal, the greatest single repository 
of fresh water on earth 

Two other huge dams and per- 
haps two smaller ones are planned 
to harness the surging Angara and 
provide cheap electricity for the in- 
dustrial development of Siberia and 
other regions of the Soviet Union 
Total planned capacity is 55 billion 
kilowatt hours (kwh) a year, offi- 
cialis say, at a cost of five-hundredihs 
of a kopek a kwh. 

Tf the overall project is realized, 
the electricity generated from the 
Angara cascade will be a big step 
toward one of the goals of the So- 
viet Union. Everywhere in this vast 
Tegion is written Lenin’s slogan: 
“Communism is Soviet power plus 
electrification of the whole coun- 
try.” 

Four Western newsmen were in- 
vited to join a group of newsmen 
from Communist countries to view 
the Siberian development. It was 
one of the rare occasions the area 
was opened to Westerners, who 
visited the region on a guided tour 
arranged by the Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry. Interviews with officials and 
photography were freely permitted.

The cheap, 
abundant electricity will feed a tim- 
ber products plant and what offi- 
elals promise will be more modern 
homes, all heated by electricity. 
Thus the pollution problem which 
is evident in Bratsk and Irkutsk 
will be minimized here, officials say.

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HELPING THE REFUGEES 
HELP THEMSELVES 


THE dismissal of Rashad Sha- 
wa as Mayor of Gaza has 
turned the spotlight on Israel's 
quiet efforts towards achieving 
some progress in partially re- 
hahilitating Arab refugees living 
in the Gaza Strip. - 

Since the Six Day War. Israeli 
teams have been fting plans 
aimed at creating new oppor- 
tunities for the refugees. Some 
have already been implemented, 
including irrigation of new land, 
establishment of new urban 
quarters, and the creation of new 
job opportunities in the Strip 
and in Israel. The goa! was to 
promote their economic progress 
and to enable the refugees to 
make the transition from a life 
of misery and degeneration in 
the camps. 

As part of this scheme, 2 
number of refugee camps were 
linked to nearby towns. Thus 
Gaza was asked to provide muni- 
cipal services to the Shati re- 
fugee camp, and last month the 
Military Government decided to 
incorporate the camp within the 
Gaza municipal limits. By doing 
80, Israel was repeating an order 
issued in 1966 by the Egyptian 
Military Governor of Gaza, an 
order that was never carried 


out. 

The reason, shocking as it 
sounds, was given by the ousted 
Mayor himself. He asserted that 
any change in the camp, or in 
the condition of their inhabitants, 
was bound to change their 
status as refugees. It was more 
desirable to leave them in the 
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squalor of their camps than to 
have their cause forgotten by 
the international community.

of obstruction with which the 
Arabs killed any previous 
chances for the rehabilitation of 
the refugees and for the removal 
of one of the most bitter issues 
in the Arab-Israel conflict. In 
this case, Israel] did not ask the 
Arab states to absorb the re- 
fugees. It sought only to provide 
them with better services and a 


new start among their own 
people in the very camp where 
they now live. Since 1967 Israel 


has often been accused of doing 
little to alleviate the plight of 
the Arab refugees. Now a re- 
verse accusation has been le- 
velled and it is likely the Arab 
states will take up this theme 
at the forthcoming U.N. dehate 
on the Middle East. 


The Government will un- 
doubtedly not be deterred from 
its policy of helping the re- 
fugees help themselves nor in- 
timidated by Arab notables who 
have not yet grown accustomed 
to present realities in the area. 

In time, the Gaza Arabs will 
come to realize that political and 
peonomie stability and bap cad 
in their region depen on 
the elimination of the camps 
and the slow transformation of 
tens of thousands of refugees 
into productive people. This has 
happened in the West Bank. It 

iil happen in Gaza as well. 


Colour-blindness 


a letter to The Jerusalem 

‘Post last week an Ethiopian 
student complained of discrimi- 
nation by some Jerusalem land- 
ladies. I'm sure these harridans 
are in the minority and I hope 
thelr pipes burst and their 
tenants bik them of the rent. 

Israeli colour prejudice, how- 
ever, is something I’m only too 
familiar with, though it's not the 
type Mr. Yifru deplored. In my 
work as a designer, I constant- 
ly meet objections to practically 
any colour I use. Few people see 
colour as colour, and in practi- 
cally every country on this 
asymmetrical planet, there are a 
number of local prejudices asso- 
Giated with the colours of ethnic, 
political or religious groups. All 
these objections have been im- 
ported inte Israel along with 
their immigrant owners’ haggage, 
and a unique situation has de- 
veloped. 

Jews from Arab lands are 
particularly confusing. They are 
divided between those who con- 
sider green to be lucky and 
those to whom it symbolizes 
Arab nationalism. The iatter find 
support among those Hungarians 
who connect it with the Fascist 
Arrow-Cross organization. Yel- 
low is disliked by both Syrian 
Jews, who associate it with 
death, and by yekkes, who be- 
eve it symbolizes envy and 
who further dislike it, along 
with most other Jews, be- 


cause it reminds them of the 
Jewish badge required by the 
Nuremberg Laws. This particu- 
lar usage has a distinguished 
pedigree. It was first decreed by 
the Caliph al-Mutewakkilin 853 
and spread all over Europe 
during the Middle Ages. Just to 
complicate matters some Jews 
see the yellow star as a badge 
of honour. 

The French Jews, understandab- 
ly enough, have a pronounced dis- 
taste for grey-green, the colour 
of the Wehrmacht uniform. Per- 
versely, some French and all the 
Belgians insist that it’s pink for 
a boy and biue for a girl. Ital- 
jan Jews dislike black because 
of 0 Duce's predilection for that 
colour, and yeikes have unfor- 
tunate memories of S.A. bully- 
boys in brown shirts, 

Crimson meets universal ob- 
jection on political grounds, with 
the exception of the deepest- 
dyed reds, but Bordeaux is con- 
sidered a safe compromise. 
Orange, the symbol of Ulster, is 
not particularly beloved by Irish 
Jews who have enough trouble 
accepting the blue of the Israel 
flag since it is precisely the co- 
lour sported by O’Duffy’s fas- 
cists during their periodic bouts 
of Jew-baiting in the ‘thirties. 

I've hardly touched on con- 
tinents other than Europe. Suf- 
fice it to say that I have an 
editor, an immigrant from Bra- 
zi, who has not yet been put

SHADOW OF THE MASTER

SINGAPORE 1Ofns}. — 
HE varnesr 9 giddy barba- 
rian, striving to see China 
steady and see it ‘whole, is be- 
ing constantly twisted this way 
and that by eager analysts and 
eye-witnesses bent on making 
the age-old error of taking the 

substance for the shadow. 

A few months ago, the world 
was assured, Madame Mao Tse- 
tung was unquestionably being 
groomed to Sutceed her husband, 
for she ranked high In the Com- 
munist merarchy In Peking and 
she was being burdened with 
more sycophantic adulation in 
the inspired press than Mao him- 
self. Two weeks ago however, 
it was Yao Wen-yuan who sud- 
denly “stood out like a light- 
house” 45 the middle-aged heir 
to the throne from among a job 
lot of sick, Slind or buried revo- 
lutlonaries, according to two for- 
eign visitors who had spoken 
with Premier Chou En-lal. 

But the object of this confus- 
ing Chinese combination of kite- 
flying and king-making 15 to 
placate Mao while he stili ives, 
to veil the power held by the 
maderate Premier Chou En-lal 
and the pragmatists by giving 
face to the militant revoiutrona- 
ries dear to the Chairman, and 
soothing him with subtle sugges- 
tions of future glory for his 
most faithful fuilowers. 

Yao nas an impressive record 
as a detestable. dangerous and 
altogether outstanding apostle of 
Mao. Until the mid-'sixtles he 
was renowned as a Shanghai edi- 
tor whose brilliant, drutai pen 
could not only strike down the 
ideological sinner >but promptly 
consign him to a mine, factory 
or farm for “reform through 16- 
bour.” Some calied him “the Big 
Stick,” because with one blow 
he could smash an intellectual 
who had incurred his Maoist 
wrath, A writer himself, he had 
a dog-eat-dog reputation for 
ruining other writers. He was 
prudish, venomous, feared and 
hated. 

It was Yao who fired the first 
shot In Mao's “Great Cultural 
Revolution” to overthrow the en- 
trenched “revisionist” Chinese 
Communist hierarchy when he 
wrote a vitriolic condemnation 
of an anti-Maocist play in No- 
vember 1965. It was also Yao 
who ended the bloodiest phase of 


to the test, but Lf he’s anything 
like the rest of his countrymen, 
he undoubtedly objects to purpie, 
yellow and brown for reasons 
too tedious to mention. 
Naturally, I myself am com- 
pletely free of these absurd no- 
tions, though everyone knows 
that green is unlucky and yel- 
tow tends to upset me since, 
when I was a small boy in 
Manchester, it was generally un- 
derstood that the local mental 
hospital had a fleet of yellow 
ambulances manned by brawny 
male nurses who prowled around 
abducting the unwary. 


Effect on language 


Colour likes and dislikes may 
be, of course, highly subjective 
and vary from individual to in- 
dividual. Some are so general, 
however, that they have entered 
the language. We speak of “see- 
ing red," “feeling blue,” being 
“green with envy” or “purple 
with rage.” The fact that red is 
stimulating and blue relaxing 
was recorded by Avicenna in the 
11th century, and the indefatig- 
able Professor Eysenck once ex- 
amined 21,000 subjects and an- 
nounced that blue, red, green, 
orange and yellow wag the fa- 
voured order of precedence. The 
work of Faber Birren and 
others has been applied in psy- 
chotherapy and even In the de- 
sign of machinery and factories. 

Some more sensitive souls as- 
sociate colours with sounds or 
smells — synesthesia — and it 
ig mot unusual to see musical 
passages described in terms more 
suited to a painter's palette. The 
late Walt Disney explored this 
phenomenon in his animated film 
“Fantasia,” particularly in the 
opening sequence — Bach's Toc- 
cata and Fugue — and Jerusa- 
lemites will recall a weird “water 
organ” which once was played 
in the sedate Binyenel Ha’ooma 
spouting coloured fountains for 
each note played. 

I must confess to certain niggi- 
Ing doubts. Constable once slash- 
ed a brushful of yellow-green 
paint across a canvas and con- 
jured up a sunny bee-loud glade. 
The much-lamented Borla Kar- 
loff used precisely the same pig- 
ment in his make-up to convince 
his audiences that he was in 
an advanced state of putrefac- 
tion. 

Some people are above colour 
prejudices, because they are co- 
lour-blind. Others speak of hav- 
ing 2 deaf ear. I suffer from 
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With Prejudice Εἢ by Alex Berlyne 
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meinerated, totaily bdloodless 
meat. Sunday mernings were 
celebrated somewhat recklessly 
with a butteredbaigel and,apart 
from xéddush wite,our alcoholic 
intake corsisted of a glass of 
Shandy — ἃ mixture of beer and 
minera! water w:th the post-Yom 
Kippur meal. 

In igter years my atrophied 
taste-buds were furtzer reduced 
by hot Madras curcies and vin- 
daloos atcompanied by lashings 
of Hme chutney in mustard-seed 
oi, 2 concosticn teed to 
make the steam whistle out of 
your ears.
